FIRST  SESSION. 

G.  Bassler,  the  Sec-^ 
retary,  according  to  a  provision  of  the  Constitution,  conduct^ 
ed  the  opening  exercises.  After  the  singing  of  a  hymn, 
and  a  prayer.  Rev.  L.  M.  Kuhns  was-  chosen  President  pro 
tern.  On  motion  of  bro.  Schweigert,  it  was 

Resolvedy  That  one-half  Lour  be  now  spent  in  devotional 
exercises,  and  that  father  Reichert,  pastor  of  the  German 
Congregation  of  this"  place,  now  on  a  visit  to  his  native  land, 
be  remembered  in  our  prayers. 

At  the  expiration  of  the  time  allotted  for  devotional  ex¬ 
ercises,  the  Synod  proceeded  to  business.

Rev.  M.  Officer,  of  the  Wittenberg  Synod,  and  Rev.  J.  C. 
McClelland  of  the  Erie  Conference  of  the  M.  E.  Church, 
were  received  as  advisory  members. 

The  former  President  having  arrived,  his  report  was  now 
read. 

PRESIDENT’S  REPORT. 

Beloved  Brethren  of  the  Pittsburg  Synod : 

It  is  nearly  fifteen  years  since  a  few  brothers  met  in  a  small  room 
in  the  town  of  Butler,  prayed  and  wept  with  each  other  over  the  desolu' 
tions  of  our  Zion  in  Western  Pennsylvania.  There  the  idea  of  the  or- 
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ganization  of  this  Synod  first  took  shape  and  began  to  be  developed.  This 
was  in  August  1844.  lu  the  following  January  a  convention  was  called 
to  meet  in  Pittsburg  in  the  church  where  the  General  Synod  had  just 
closed  its  sessions.  At  this  convention  eight  ministers  and  six  delegates 
from  churches  were  present,  who  organized  themselves  into  the  Pittsburg 
Svnod. 

What  God  has  since  wrought  for  us  and  through  us,  I  cannot  stop  now 
to  tell  you.  But  only  let  me  say  this,  when  we  see  our  numbers — the 
congregations  and  missions  which  God  has  committed  to  us,  the  houses 
of  worship  erected,  the  Institutions  established  in  the  midst  of  us,  the 
pa{#r  published  in  our  bounds,  the  influence  we  now  wield  &c.,  we  must 
exclaim  :  “What  hath  God  wrought !” 

Of  the  original  eight,  five  are  still  in  our  midst,  two  have  been  called 
to  their  reward,  and  their  memory  is  still  cherished  and  revered — and 
the  last  has  gone  out  from  us.  But  I  dare  not  indulge  in  this  strain. 

It  becomes  us  to  praise  God  most  sincerely,  that  although,  several  of 
our  ministers  have  removed  from  our  bounds  ;  none  have  been  removed 
from  their  toils  here  on  earth  during  the  past,  year,  and  that  they  still 
ha\^  the  precious  opportunity  of  glorifying  God  in  the  duties  of  the  min- 
istr)’. 

Ministerial  Changes, 

In  the  beginning  of  July  received  a  letter  from  the  llev.  Isaiah  Delo, 
stating,  that  he  had  visitcil  Venango  Borough,  had  preached  and  expected 
to  remove  thither  in  a  few  weeks.  He  also  asked  some  advice  with  re¬ 
gard  to  his  appointment. 

To  this  letter  I  replied  Aug.  ICth,  giving  him  the ’advice  which  I  con¬ 
sidered  necessary. 

Close  of  July  received  a  letter  from  the  llev.  II.  Weicksel,  dated  War¬ 
ren,  July  26th.  In  this  communication  he  states  that  he  has  removed  to 
this  place  and  couimenccd  his  labors  there  with  encouraging  prospects 
of  success.  Reciuests  that  the  Xorthern  Conference  may  be  appointed  a 
committee  to  install  him  in  his  new  charge.  * 

Beplioti  Aug.  ICth,  making  the  appointment  requested  by  bro.  W. 
Also  addressed  a  note  to  Rev.  S.  B.  Lawson  informing  him  of  this  ap- 
]»ointincnt  The  time  to  be  fixed  by  the  parties  themselves. 

In  the  beginning  of  July  received  communications  from  Rev.  .Tacob 
Singer,  stating  that  he  had  visited  the  Licking  Charge  in  accordance 
with  the  advice  of  the  ininisterium — but  could  make  no  arrangenmut  to 
take  charge  for  want  of  unanimity  in  the  Churches.  lie  however  rej)re- 
seuts  it  as  highly  important  that  this  charge  should  be  speedily  supplied. 

Mentions  also  that  he  is  about  to  visit  Forest  County,  at  the  request  of 
several  of  the  brethern. 

Kxpccting  to  see  bro.  Singer  in  a  few  weeks  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Middle  Coufercucc — I  did  uot  deem  it  uecessury  to  write. 
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Ang.  14th,  Received  a  letter  from  the  Rev.  M.  F.  Dethlefs,  stating  that 
the  Constitution  of  the  Church  to  which  he  had  removed  required  the 
minister  to  be  connected,  with  the  Northern  District  of  the  Ohio  Synod. 
He  requests  an  honorable  dismission,  in  order  to  unite  with  that  body. 

Aug.  16th,  Sent  a  dismission  to  bro,  Dethlefs  according  to  the  above 
request. 

^  Aug.  19th,  Received  a  communication  from  the  Rev.  C.  F.  A.  Kaess- 
man,  of  Tavestock,  P.  0.  Canada  West,  giving  some  account  of  the  state 
of  things  in  Hamburg,  C.  W.,  and  mentioning  that  he  had  taken  charge 
of  this  congregation  for  the  present.  He  desired  an  expression  of  my 
opinion  with  regard  to  this  matter.  Having  no  knowledge  of  this  per¬ 
son,  and  Hamburg  being  a  mission  I  sent  the  papers  referred  to,  to  the 
Missionary  President,  requesting  him  to  consult  ^ith  bro.  Berkemeier  who 
had  been  on  the  ground. 

Aug.  23d,  Received  a  letter  from  Rev.  H.  Reck,  informing  me  that  he 
had,  on  the  28th  of  July,  resigned  Grace  Ev.  Luth.  Church,  Birmingham. 
The  resignation  to  take  effect  October  1st  and  that  his  resignation  had 
been  accepted. 

He  also  informed  me  in  the  same  letter  that  the  Rev.  J.-  S.  Lawson, 
had  taken  charge  of  Mt.  Calvary  Ev.  Luth.  Church,  Robinson  township, 
Alleghany  County. 

Bro.  Reck  having  referred  the  matter  with  regard  to  Rev.  Kaessmau 
and  the  Hamburg  Church  back  to  me  with  such  information  as  he  was 
able  to  communicate,  I  replied  to  his  communications  in  September.  In 
the  first  place  in  reply  to  some  strictures  on  the  action  of  the  Canada 
Conference  and  the  Synod  in  the  case  of  Reiche.  I  contended  that  both 
the  Conference  and  Synod  had  acted  consistently  and  in  a  Christian  spirit. 
With  regard  to  Mr.  Kaessman’s  connection  with  the  Hamburg  mission, 
I  declared  that  as  he  had  not  sent  sufficient  testimonials  ajid  was  not  a 
member  of  any  Lutheran  ministerium  we  could  not  be  satisfied  that  he 
should  serve  any  congregation  in  our  connection. 

Oct.  25th,  Received  a  letter  from  the  Rev.  J.-  Fishburn,  inclosing  one 
from  Mr.  Kaessman,  in  reply  to  the  above  letter.  In  this  he  expresses 
dissatisfaction  with  said  answer  and  supposes  that  I  must  have  misun¬ 
derstood  his  first  communication  to  me. 

On  the  same  day  wrote  to  bro.  Fishburn  making  further  inquiries  with 
regard  to  Mr.  K.  and  explaining  my  views  and  position  in  liis  case.  But 
as  I  have  since  learned  that  he  expects  to  be  at  our  present  meeting  of 
Synod,  I  prefer  to  refer  the  whole  matter  to  the  ministerium  to  which 
body  it  properly  belongs. 

In  September  received  a  letter  from  the  Rev.  H.  W.  Kuhns,  stating 
that  he  had  been  requested  to  take  charge  of  the  Omaha  mission,  and 
desiring  ray  assent  to  this  step.  Replied  immediately  expressing  my 
approval. 
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Subsequently  (March  10th,  1859,)  received  a  letter  from  bro.  Kuhns 
mentioning  that  God’s  blessing  was  manifestly  .resting  on  his  labors  in 
Omaha  City,  N.  T.  Also  asking  for  an  honorable  dismission  in  order  to 
unite  with  the  Alleghany  Synod  iu  whose  service  ho  is  laboring  as  mis¬ 
sionary. 

On  the  IGth,  Sent  the  disnii^ion  requested  to  this  brother. 

Received  a  letter  during  the  mouth  of  September  from  the  2d  German 
Luth.  Church  in  Pittsburg  informing  me  that  they  were  vacant  and  wish¬ 
ed  to  be  supplied  with  an  orthodox  Lutheran  minister. 

Also  received  a  letter  from  Rev  W.  Bcrkemeier,  informing  mo  that  ho 
liad  resigned  the  above  church  and  accepted  a  call  from  the  Wheeling 
German  Ev.  Lutheran  Zion’s  church  and  expected  to  remove  thither  in 
November  next. 

September  21st,  A  letter  from  Rev.  Jacob  Singer  informs  me  that  ho 
had  taken  charge  of  the  Brookville  and  associated  churches  in  Jefferson 
County.  Also  asking  advice  iu  certain  cases.  Replied  same  day  giving 
the  advice  desired  as  far  as  I  was  able. 

During^the  month  of  October,  was  informed  by  letter  from  tho  Rev. 
W.  Bradshaw  Bachtcll,  of  the  Alleghany  Synod  that  he  had  taken  charge 
of  the  Salem  pastoral  charge  iu  Clarion  County,  Pa.  .  Also  that  ho  had  a 
dismission  from  tho  Alleghany  Synod  and  designed  uniting  wilh  our  Synod 
at  its  next  session.  He  also,  iu  addition,  expresses  his  joy  and  gratifica¬ 
tion  at  the  success  which  the  Head  of  tho  Church  has  granted  him  thus 
far. 

Replied  to  this  letter  Oct.  25th.  * 

December  3d,  Received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Henry  Pfahl,  Scc’y.  of  tho 
Church  Council  of  tho  2d  German  Ev.  Luth.  Church,  Pittsburg,  trans¬ 
mitting  testimonials  in  favor  of  Pastor  Neuman,  and  asking  advice  with 
regard  to  electing  him  as  pastor  of  said  church.  As  these  testimonials 
were  very  favorable,  and  as  I  had  also  correspondence  with  several  other 
persons  which  was  highly  satisfactor}',  I  replied  tlrat  I  would  be  much 
pleased  if  he  would  be  chosen  and  would  therefore  advise  his  election. 

During  this  month  also  received  a  communication  from  the  Rev.  L. 
Herman  Gorndt,  from  New  Hamburg,  C.  W.,  stating  that  lie  had  taken 
charge  of  the  Hamburg  mission  at  the  direction  of  the  Missionary  Presi¬ 
dent. 

Some  days  later  received  another  letter  from  this  brother,  contjjining 
a  number  of  testimonials  as  favorable  to  his  character  and  standing. — 
Also  a  requc.st  to  appoint  the  Canada  Conference  a  committee  to  install 
him.  The  testimonials  are  hereby  submitted  to  Synod. 

January  4th,  1859,  Wrote  to  bro.  Gerndt,  acknowledging  the  receipt 
of  his  letter  and  informing  him  that  the  Conference  was  appointed  such 
eoaiuiiitee  according  to  his  request.  On  the  same  day  wrote  to  bro 
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Fisliburn  giving  him  the  same  information  and  requesting  him  to  make 
the  necessary  arrangements. 

Learned  also  about  this  time  by  a  letter  from  the  Rev.  J.  Welfley,  that 
he  had  taken  charge  of  North  Zion  Church  and  appointed  Rev.  II.  Reck 
a  committee  to  install  him  in  his  new  charge.  Bro.  W.  also  informs  me 
that  he  has  a  regular  dismission  from  the  West  Pennsylvania  Synod. 

Rev.  L.  H.  Gerndt  in  a  letter  received  Jan.  5th.  mentions  that  he  is 
about  to  take  charge  of  Dundee,  and  Petersburg,  and  that  the  Lutherans 
in  Plattsville  are  also  anxious  to  have  his  services.  He  also  transmits 
his  certificate  of  license  and  a  dismission  from  the  New  York  Minis* 
terium.  , 

Answered  the  above— -returning  the  license — and  giving  such  advice 
as  I  deemed  suitable. 

Rev.  Jacob  Singer  informs  me  by  a  letter  received  Feb.  lYth,  that  he 
fears  that  he  will  be  compelled  to  resign  his  charge  for  want  of  adequate 
support.  Otherwise  the  prospects  of  the  mission  are  very  favorable. — ■ 
Replied  immediately  to  this  letter,  regretting  exceedingly  that  he  should 
be  obliged  to  leave  his  field  so  soon  and  urging  him  if  at  all  practicable 
to  remain  until  the  meeting  of  Synod. 

March  2d,  Rev.  C.  W.  Brecht  gives  notice  that  he  has  resigned  the  St. 
John’s  German  congregation  in  Butler  County.  Also  that  he  will  open 
a  parochial  school  in  Evansburg  for  three  months. 

By  a  letter  received  March  4th,  Rev.  W..  Strobel  informs  me  that  he 
has  resigned  the  New  Castle  charge  and  removed  to  Daasville,  Living¬ 
ston  County,  N.  Y.  He  also  makes  some  very  appropriate  suggestions 
with  regard  to  the  importfnee  of  concentrating  our  labors  in  order  to  in¬ 
sure  success. 

On  the  7th  of  March  received  the  pleasing  information  from  bro.  J. 
Singer  that  he  had  concluded  to  remain  in  his  present  field  of  labor  until 
the  meeting  of  Synod. 

March  17th,  Received  a  letter  from  Rev.  Daniel  Garver  containing  a 
dismission  from  the  West  Pennsylvania  Synod — and  inasmuch  as  he  had 
taken  charge  of  the  Canton  Church  requesting  the  appointment  of  a 
committee  of  installation. 

Appointed  the  brethren,  W.  A.  Passavant  and  W.  P.  Ruthrauff  and 
gave  them  notice  of  the  fact. 

With  the  same  mail  received  a  letter  from  the  Rev.  H.  Braschler,  in¬ 
forming  me  that  he  had  removed  from  our  bounds  to  Evansville  la.,  and 
requesting  a  dismission  from  this  body,  which  I  sent  him  a  few  days  sub¬ 
sequently. 

In  the  beginning  of  April  I  received  a  letter  from  the  Rev.  C.  A. 
Brockman  and  one  from  the -President  of  the  Church  Council  of  the  St. 
John’s  Church  ill  Erie,  Pa.,  informing  me  that  bro.  Brockman,  had  re¬ 
signed  the  St.  John’s  Church  and  that  it  is  therefore  vacant.  The 
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Church  Council,  through  the  President  inquires  whether  we  can  furnish 
them  with  a  minister  and  bro.  Brockman  asks  advice  which  I  do  not  feel 
able  to  give,  and  would  therefore  refer  to  Synod. 

Under  date  of  April  18th,  Rev.  W.  P.  Ruthrauff  informs  me  that  ho 
has  arrived  in  his  new  field  of  labor  in  Fort  Wayne,  and  requests  the  ap¬ 
pointment  of  a  committee  of  installation  to  induct  him  into  his  new 
charge. 

By  a  letler  dated  April  26th,  Rev.  A.  C.  Ehrenfeld  informs  me  that  he 
has  removed  to  Tarentum,  is  about  to  organize  a  church  and  that  he 
lias  taken  charge  of  Bethesda  and  Ilankey’s  and  that  these  churches 
with  the  contemplated  organization  in  Tarentum  are  to  be  united  in  a 
new  charge. 

Under  date  of  May  ICth,  Rev.  F.  Zimmerman  informs  me  that  he  has 
removed  from  Wheeling,  Va.,  to  Philipsburg,  Watercure  P.  0.,  Pa.,  and 
that  he  has  taken  charge  of  Phili{)sburg  and  other  churches. 

ChurchcB  Organized, 

Rev.  J.  A.  Ilaongcrer  informs  me  in  a  letter  in  Sept.,  that  he  has  visited 
the  destitute  settlement  in  Bogan  township  and  dedicated  a  house  erected 
for  a  house  of  worship,  and  for  school  purpose.s,  on  the  12th  of  Septem* 
lK;r.  He  appeals  most  earnestly  for  a  minister  for  this  section  of  Canada 
WesL  He  says,  there  ore  80  families  connected  with  the  Lutheran 
church. 

The  same  brother  in  a  letter  datcil  Oct.  lOtb,  states  that  the  St.  John’s 
ICv.  Lutlicran  church  in  Kllice  township,  higro  erected  a  new  house  of 
worship.  It  is  built  of  logs  and  is  28  by  34  feet  in  size.  It  was  dedica¬ 
ted  Oct.  10th  by  brq.  U.,  without  assistance.  He  still  pleads  very  hard 
lor  Logan  township. 

Rev.  A.  C.  Ehrenfeld  under  date  of  April  2Gth  informs  me  that  on 
Uie  19th  of  March  la.st  he  organized  a  new  church  in  Apollo,  consisting 
of  29  mcml>crs  and  every  pro.spcct  of  success. 

AlK>ut  the  same  time  received  a  lf?tter  from  Rev.  J.  A.  Ilaengerer  in- 
.  forming  me  that  by  the  blessing  of  Ood  he  had  succeeded  in  organizing' 
a  new  congregation  in  Stratford  with  25  members.  He  remarks  that 
this  church  may  not  only  become  large,  but  also  very  influential  in  this 
section  of  Canada  West,  a.s  Stratford  will  become  a  place  of  some  impor- 
tanc'e.  The  church  has  adopted  the  name  of  the  First  German  Ev. 
Luth.  church  of  Stratford.  Previous  there  was  no  German  chuyeh  in 
the  place. 

In  this  connection  he  again  entreats  for  Logan. 

Miscellaneous. 

In  the  beginning  of  August  received  a  letter  from  the  Church  Council 
of  the  North  Zion  church  Alleghany  county,  in  vhich  they  mention  that 
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in  examining  the  minutes  of  Synod  they  had  noticed  that  Rev.  J.S.  Law- 
son  (their  former  pastor)  had  reported  six  members  suspended,  and  that 
they  knew  of  no  such  suspension,  or  who  the  suspended  persons  were, 
and  asking  whether  a  minister  in  our  qhurch  has  the  right  to  expel 
members  without  a  regular  trial. 

Replied  to  the  above  that  it  was  not  in  accordance  with  the  mode  of 
church  government  in  our  church  in  this  country.  At  the  same  time  I 
endeavored  to  give  some  kind  advice  which  would  lead  to  mutual  for¬ 
bearance  and  kind  feeling. 

Subsequently  had  some  further  correspondence  with  these  brethren, 
but  in  my  estimation  it  is  unnecessary  to  cumber  our  minutes  with  any 
further  reference  to  it. 

During  the  month  of  September,  at  the  request  of  several  brethren,  I 
visited  Wheeling  in  consequence  of  some  very  unfavorable  reports  with 
regard  to  bro.  Zimmerman  in  order  to  learn  by  personal  inquiry  whether 
any  necessity  existed  for  a  formal  investigation.  On  my  return,  recom¬ 
mended  a  special  meeting  of  the  Southern  Conference  and  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  a  committee  of  investigation.  As  this  matter  belongs  to  the 
ministerium  and  as  this  committee  will  no  doubt  be  prepared  to  lay  the 
result  of  their  labors,  before  that  body  through  the  S.  Conf.  I  would  re¬ 
commend  that  the  whole  subject  be  referred  accordingly. 

February  2d,  Received  a  letter  from  bro.  Weicksel  and  also  one  from 
the  church  council  of  the  German  church  in  Warren  inquiring  whether 
the  discipline  and  constitution  had  been  translated  into  German  and 
why  they  had  not  received  it. 

Answered  these  letters  on  the  8th,  giving  the  most  satisfactory  reason 
I  could  and  admonishing  to  patience  and  forbearance. 

Have  since  received  the  assurance  from  bro.  Weicksel  that  the  letter 
had  the  desired  effect. 

Received  a  letter  from  J.  K.  Melhorn,  stating  that  he  had  learned  by  a 
private  letter  that  two  churches  in  Erie  county  formerly  connected  with 
■  St.  John’s  in  Erie  have  become  vacant  by  the  removal  of  the  Rev.  M. 
Kuchler,  that  they  desire  to  be  re-united  with  the  church  in  Erie  an(f 
served  by  the  same  pastor,  and  also  wish  to  be  taken  under  the  care  of 
this  Synod. 

In  consequence  of  this  information  I  corresponded  with  Rev.  Brockman, 
pastor  of  St.  John’s  and  also  with  bro.  Melhorn  on  the  subject.  The  re¬ 
sult  of  the  correspondence  is,  that,  whilst  Rev.  Brockman  declared  that 
he  could  not  serve  them  on  account  of  his  engagements  and  the  council 
of  St.  John’s  protested  against  such  an  arrangement,  as  the  pastor  of 
their  church  has  sufficient  labor  and  that  church  requires  all  his  strength 
and  time,  those  churches,  on  the  other  hand,  send  in  their  Constitution 
and  a  petition  to  be  received  under  the  care  of  this  Synod.  This  petition 
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aiul  constitution  are  submlttcil  to  Synod — and  their  reception  is  licreby 
recommended. 

Under  date  of  Feb.  9th,  Rev.  M.  Schweigert  writes  me  a  letter  in 
which  he  complains  of  ministerial  interference  on  the  part  of  Rev.  John 
A.  Nuuer.  In  consequence  of*  this  I  addressed  a  letter  immediately  to 
bro.  Nuner  stating  the  charges  and  circumstances  as  far  as  it  was  deem* 
cil  necessary.  To  this  ho  immediately  replied — disclaiming  all  intention 
or  wish  to  interfere,  and  explaining  the  circumstance.  Rut  as  the  state¬ 
ments  of  the  brethren  do  not  altogether  correspond,  having  their  infor¬ 
mation  no  doubt  from  different  sources,  and,  I  fear,  having  listened  to 
the  remarks  of  injudicious  persons,  and  also  viewing  it  from  different 
stand-points,  I  am  not  able  to  decide  in  how  far  one  or  the  other  may  bo 
right  or  wrong — and  would  suggest  that  a  committee  of  two  or  three 
brethren  be  nppointe<l  by  the  President  to  hold  a  friendly  consultation 
with  these  brethren  in  onler  to  sec  whether  it  cannot  be  amicably  settled. 
^‘Rlesscd  are  the  pence  makers  I’’ 

About  the  same  time  received  a  letter  from  the  Rev.  J.  Delo,  contain¬ 
ing  a  preamble  and  several  resolutions  adopted  at  the  meeting  of  tho 
Northern  Conference,  to  which  I  would  call  the  attention  of  Syncnl  and 
esjKicinlly  of  the  Missionary  Committee.  Tliis  bro.  also  asks  advico 
with  reganl  to  the  formation  of  a  church  at  Kiser  Hill  station.  Subso- 
(|uently  wrote  to  him  to  organize  and  gave  such  advice  as  1  deemed  no- 
evosary  under  the  circumstances. 

Aliout  the  middle  of  Feb.,  received  a  letter  from  Rev.  J.  A.  Iljvcngcrcr, 
giving  a  brief  account  of  llie  moeting.of  the  Canada  Conference.  Also 
al)Out  the  same  time  received  a  (lerman  paper  from  Canada  containing 
an  abstract  of  the  proceedings  of  said  conference  meeting.  Rut  as  these 
pmccwlings  will  l>c  laid  before  Synod  regularly  it  will  be  unnecessary  for 
me  to  particularize. 

Under  date  of  March  29lh,  bro.  Isaiah  Delo  writes  that  God  had  bless¬ 
ed  his  laliors  with  manifest  tokens  of  his  favor  both  at  llayfield  and  in 
Venango  Roro’.  He  also  refers  in  this  letter  to  certain  difficulties  of  tho 
former  pastor  bro.  J.  A.  Nuncr.  If  the  reports  ho  mentions  are  true, 
•they  deserve  the  attention  of  the  Synoil  and  the  brother  should  he,  at 
the  least,  earnestly  admonished  and  the  ministerial  character  vindicated. 
If  they  are  not  true  the  brother  should  have  a  fair  opportunity  of  vindi¬ 
cating  his  own  character  and  rebuking  tho  talking  firopensity  of  those 
who  circulate  such  reports.  The  mutter  is  submitted  to  the  prayerful 
consideration  of  Synod. 

On  the  13lh  of  May  I  received  a  letter  from  Rev.  W.  F.  Ulcry,  inclos¬ 
ing  one  from  Rev.  A.  Long  one  of  our  missionaries  in  India  directed  to 
the  President  of  Syno<l  but  iiiteiidi  d  for  the  Syno<l-  itself.  It  is  submit¬ 
ted  to  your  prayerful  consideration. 

i.et  me,  dear  brellucu,  l>efore  1  close  make  a  few  su/geslions,  and  as 
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you  have  honored  me  so  long  with  your  confidence  and  treated  my  im¬ 
perfections  with  such  marked  forbearance,  will  you  not  now  also  bear 
with  me  a  few  moments  longer,  as  in  all  probability  I  shall  never  again 
occupy  the  same  position  among  you.  x 

And  first,  let  me  kindly  suggest  to  you  that  the  business  of  Synod 
should  be,  as  far  as  practicable,  so  divided  among  its  members,  and  so 
arranged,  and  so  much  time  devoted  to  it,  that  time  and  opportunity 
would  be  left  for  mutual  consultation,  edification  and  also  a  reasonable 
time  left  for  social  intercourse  and  reaction.  This  suggestion  might 
be  enforced  with  many  weighty  arguments  and  considerations,  but  I  will 
not  trespass  on  your  time  and  patience  by  introducing  them  here. 

In  the  next  place,  bear  with  me  when  I  say,  that  we  have  passed 
through  another  year, — its  toils  and  hardships,  as  well  as  its  joys  and 
pleasures,  and  especially  its  precious  opportunities  of  doing  good  unto 
all  men,  are  past,  never  to  be  recalled.  We  are  entering  upon  a  new 
year  with  its  unknown  future.  Now  let  us  lay  our  plans  for  the  year  at 
once — devise  liberate  things — secure  the  co-operation  of  our  councils  and 
and  members  generally,  not  forgetting  our  modest  sisters  in  the  churches. 
Let  us  take  a  comprehensive  view  of  what  ought  to  be  done.  How 
many  pious  young  men  of  talent  and  other  necessary  cjualifications  can 
we  bring  out  for  the  ministry  and  what  can  we  do  to  encourage  and  sup¬ 
port  them. 

What  can  we  do  for  Home  Missions  ?  What  for  Foreign  Missions  ? 
What  for  the  poor,  and  degraded,  and  ignorant  and  vicious  among  us 
and  around  us  ?  What,  in  short,  can  we  do  that  may  correspond  with 
our  daily  prayer  “Thy  Kingdom  come.” 

Dear  brethren,  we  have  a  great  work  to  do,  we  have  too,  as  I  believe, 
hearts  to  do  it,  and  we  only  fail,  in  many  instances  at  least  for  want  of 
systematic  and  timely  efforts.  If  we  begin^  at  once,  persevere  in  our  ef¬ 
forts — with  God’s  blessing  we  must  succeed — otherwise  we  shall  certainly 
fail. 

r 

WTth  these  remarks,  made  in  all  kindness,  I  close,  most  sincerely  ask¬ 
ing  pardon  if,  during  the  last  three  sessions  of  our  Synod  or  during  the 
intervening  time,  I  have  in  any  instance  really  or  seemingly  grieved  a 
single  brother.  May  God’s  richest  blessing  rest  upon  us  and  our  churches 
and  may  the  Spirit  guide  us  in  our  deliberations  !

misapprehension,  therefore  we  would  offer  the  following  resolution  : — 
That  the  proper  assistance  which  can  bo  rendered,  by  the  deacons  or 
any  officer  of  the  church  other  than  pastors,  is  that  connected  with  the 
outward  preparation  for  the  Supper,  and  the  general  provision  that  all 
things  connected  with  it  should  be  done  decently  and  in  order — but,  by 
no  means,  nor  in  any  case  is  to  be  extended  to  the  distribution  of  the 
elements  or  any  other  distinctive  sacramental  act. 

No.  3.  Arc  the  proceedings  of  the  23d  convention  of  the  East  Ohio  * 
Synod.  Their  delegate  to  this  l>ody  is  Rev.  Thomas  Hill. 

No.  4.  Are  the  proceedings  of  the  34th  annual  convention  of  the  Syn¬ 
od  of  West  Pennsylvania.  , 

No.  5.  The  procee<lings  of  the  4th  annual  convention  of  the  Syn¬ 
od  of  Central  Pennsylvania. 

No.  C.  The  proceedings  of  the  ITtli  convention  of  the  Alleghany  Syn¬ 
od.

Committee  Xo.  5. 

The  committee  to  whom  w’as  referred  a  communication  of  this  body  signed 
by  George  Kribbs  and  John  Bower,  of  Clarion  County,  respectfully  report, 
that  the  attention  of  Synod  is  earnestly  directed  by  these  brethren  to  the 
importance  of  establishing  a  good  Academy  under  the  control  of  Synod,  at 
some  central  point  in  the  bounds  of  the  Northern  Conference,  and  at  the  same 
time  offering  liberal  inducements  to  locate  it  in  thu  vicinity  of  Salem  Church, 
Clarion  County.  As  this  subject  is  now  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
Synod  for  the  first  time,  your  committee  recommend  the  following  action  : 

1st.  Resolved,  That  this  Synod  regards  the  establishment  of  a  good  Academy 
under  its  supervision,  at  a  suitable  location  in  the  Northern  Conference,  as 
highly  desirable  and  necessary  to  the  proper  eilucation  of  the  sons  and  daught¬ 
ers  of  our  people. 

2d.  Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  persons  be  appointed,  who  shall  re¬ 
ceive  all  proposals  w’hich  may  be  made  by  churches  and  communities  for  the 
location'  of  such  an  Institution,  and  after  a  personal  examination  of  the  dif¬ 
ferent  sites,  shall  report  to  the  S3‘nod,  at  its  next  session,  the  one  which  in 
their  judgment  presents  the  most  advantages. 

3d.  Resolved,  That  immediately  after  its  location  the  Synod  shall  proceed  to 
the  election  of  twelve  Trustees,  to  whom  shall  be  entrusted  all  the  interests 
of  the  Institution,  but  to  whom  no  authority  shall  be  delegated  to  make  debts 
or  contract  pecuniary  obligations  for  this  body.

Report  of  the  Missionary  President  of  the  Pittsburg  Synod. 

I.  BUTLER  ENGLISH  MISSION.— A.  H.  Waters,  Missionary. 
— The  congregation  in  Butler,  notwithstanding  the  loss  of  several  per¬ 
sons  and  the  removal  of  others,  enjoys  an  encouraging  degree  of  pros¬ 
perity,  and  now  numbers  fifty  communicant  members.  The  last  commu¬ 
nion  season  was  an  unusually  interesting  one,  and  there  are  good  pros¬ 
pects  of  permanent  and  valuable  accessions  to  the  church  during  the 
coming  year. 

The  congregation  at  Prospect  continues  to  manifest  a  healthful  growth. 
Six  young  persons  have  been  confirmed,  and  two  have  been  received  by 
certificate.  An  interesting  prayer-meeting  has  been  kept  up  for  some 
months.  The  attendance  and  attention  have  been  good,  and  there  is 
reason  to  believe  that  there  will  be  a  considerable  increase  in  the  mem¬ 
bership  both  from  the  class  now  receiving  instruction  and  from  other 
sources.  A  new  and  handsome  church  bell  has  recently  been  purchased 
at  a  cost  of  $175. 

At  St.  John’s,  an  interesting  class  of  twelve  young  persons  has  been 
confirmed,  and  another  class  is  now  being  formed.  If  this  congregation 
could  have  more  frequent  services,  there  would  doubtless  be  a  more 
marked  spiritual  improvement.  In  the  small  English  congregation  at 
Ilannahstown,  therenis  nothiug  of  special  interest  to  report.  Two  have 
been  received  by  baptism  and  three  by  certificate. 
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A«  thii  Mission  will  now  be  able  to  support  its  pastor,  it  bids  a  pmto* 
ful  farewell  to  the  Home  Miss^iary  Society.  The  contributions  for 
Missions  and  Education  from  this  Mission  for  several  years,  have  exceed* 
cd  the  amount  nujiually  appropriated  to  it  from  our  Homo  Missionary 
Society,  which  is  a  most  cheering  assurance  that  they  gratefully  appro* 
ciate  the  fostering  care  of  this  Synod. 

II.  KITT.\NXING  ENGLISH  MISSION.— the  di- 
rtetionof  the  Missionary  I*resident. — The  brethren  of  this  Synod  have 
before  them  gratifying  evidences  of  the  prosperity  of  this  Mission.  This 
cilifice,  in  which  we  are  now  convened,  had  been  purchased  alrea^ly  at 
our  former  meeting.  After  having  undergone  thorough  repairs,  it  was 
re-consecrated  to  the  service  of  Jehovah  in  the  month  of  August  lost. 
The  Missionary  President  finding  it  wholly  impossible,  with  existing  du* 
ties,  to  attend  to  the  stated  supply  of  this  Mission,  obtained  the  services 
of  brother  J.  S.  Lawson  as  a  regular  supply,  until  this  convention  of 
Synod.  Brother  L.  preached  the  word  faithfully,  and  also  instructed  a 
class  of  twelve  catechumens,  of  whom  eight  have  just  been  received  into 
ih«*  communion  of  this  church.  The  attendance  has  been  uniformly 
good.  The  Ifni's  Supper  was  twice  administered,  on  ^which  occasions 
fourU-cn  persons  were  added  to  the  church,  and  there  are  yet  others  who 
OJnU'mphoe,  ere  long,  to  unite  with  this  Mission  Church. 

An  English  organixalion,  separate  from  the  German,  was  cnfected  lost 
Fall,  and  a  Church  Council  was  elected  and  duly  installed.  The  Sunday 
School  connectc«l  with  this  Mission  continues  to  prosper  under  the  caro 
of  au  efficient  superintendent.  The  parochial  ri'port  will  exhibit  tho 
contributions  to  tho  various  benevolent  objects  of  the  Church.  In  view 
of  the  divine  blessing  on  this  enteqiriso,  wo  are  both  grateful  and  cn* 
c<iuraged.  Up  to  tho  present  time,  the  way  did  not  set^m  open  to  take 
some  atljacent  congregations  into  connection,  neither  has  tho  M.  P. 
lx«u  able  to  obtain  a  special  laborer  fur  Uiis  field.  Wo,  however,  now 
confidently  believe  that  the  dawn  of  success  is  breaking  upon  us,  and 
we  hope  soon  to  secure  the  services  of  a  brother,  who  will  take  rcguUr 
charge  of  this  Mission  in  connection  with  several  vacant  congregations 
in  this  vicinity.  In  this  event,  it  will  bo  necessary  to  continue  the  ap* 
•  propriation  of  Synod. 

III.  MEADVILLE  GERMAN  MISSION.— I'acnii/.— Wo  deeply  re- 
gret  to  state  that  we  have  been  wholly  unsuccessful  in  our  efforts  to  ol>- 
tain  a  laborer  for  this  field.  We  wrote  to  several  of  our  German  breth¬ 
ren  to  visit  this  Mission  and  to  encourage  the  members  to  remain  faith¬ 
ful.  lu  answer  to  our  appeal,  brother  Brecht  visiu.-d  them  once;  but  af¬ 
ter  a  vacancy  of  several  months,  we  nolicc<l  in  one  of  our  Church  papers 
that  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bierdcuiaii,  of  the  Ohio  Synod,  hud  taken  charge  of 

*  the  Mcadvillc  congregation. 
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IV.  ALLEGHANY  CITY  GERMAN  MISSION.— Faca7z^.— Short¬ 
ly  after  the  last  con-vention  of  this  Synod,  this  Mission  extended  a  call  to 
a  German  brother,  who,  however,  for  reasons  satisfactory  to  the  Mission¬ 
ary  President,  did  not  accept  of  the  call.  No  efforts  were  spared  to*  ob¬ 
tain  another  laborer,  but  without  success  ;  and  after  remaining  vacant 
for  a  time,  the  members  met  and  resolved  to  suspend  public  services  for 
the  present.  We  are  sorely  pained  when  we  remember  the  large  field  be¬ 
fore  our  Church  in  this  city  among  the  Germans,  and  see  only  one  con¬ 
gregation  and  their  house  of  worship  crowded  to  overflovfing. 

V.  TIONESTA  MISSION. —  Vacant. — Immediately  after  the  meet¬ 
ing  of  Synod  last  year  we  recommended  brother  J.  Singer  to  this  mission, 
who  visited  this  field  and  spent  several  weeks  there,  but  as  the  congrega¬ 
tions  were  not  able,  even  with  the  appropriation  of  Synod,  to  raise  an  ad¬ 
equate  support,  he  could]not  feel  it  his  duty  to  remain.  Early  this  spring 
we  recommended  the  Rev.  D.  Sparks,  who  also  visited  them,  but  as  some 
of  the  congregations,  which  it  was  deemed  necessary  to  unite  with  this 
mission,  were  unwilling  to  enter  into  such  a  union,  no  call  could  be  ex¬ 
tended  to  him.  Forest  is  a  sparsely  settled  region,  and  it  will  be  an  ar¬ 
duous  work  to  build  up  our  Church  in  that  county. 

VI.  MONONGAHELA  MISSION.— Faca?zf.— This  mission  was 
laid  out  one  year  ago,  and  the  Rev.^H.  Braschler  appointed  as  missionary, 
who  labored  for  six  months  with  encouraging  success,  although  he  had 
many  difficulties  to  contend  with.  We  deeply  regret  to  state  that  he  re¬ 
signed  this  mission,  and  accepted  a  call  to  some  German  churches  in 
the  State  of  Indiana,  to  which  place  he  removed  in  Janua.ry  last.  Being 
vacant,  the  people  at  Dravosburg,  which  was  the  centre  of  this  mission, 
soon  became  discouraged  and  accepted  of  the  services  of  a  rationalist 
who  also  preached  at  McKeesport.  We  mourn  the  want  of  a  missionary 
for  the  numerous  settlements  of  Germans  on  the  Monongahela  river, 
especially  in  the  region  of  the  coal  works. 

VII.  TORONTO  CITY  GERMAN  MISSION,  C.  VT.—Eev.  C.  F.  W. 
FecJienberg,  3Iissionary. — The  success  of  this  mission  is  necessarily 
slow,  and  the  work  of  building  up  a  self-sustaining  church  affiong  the 
Germans  in  this  metropolis  is  no  ordinary  one.  A  part  cf  the  German 
population  is  of  a  floating  character,  and  the  enormous  cost  of  living  in 
this  city  has  compelled  many  of  our  German  people  to  move  to  other 
parts  of  Canada  West,  and  also  to  the  LInited  States.  This  m’ission  has 
consequently  sustained  a  heavy  loss  during  the  past  year.  Sixteen  per¬ 
sons  have  been  received  into  the  communion  of  the  church,  which  jusje 
equals  the  loss  by  removals.  The  interest  of  our  Zion  and  the  welfiire 
of  the  hundreds  of  ^Germans  who,  on  their  way  from  the  Fatherland,  tar¬ 
ry  for  a  year  or  two  in  this  city,  render  it  imperatively  necessary  for  us  to 
sustain  this  mission  even  at  an  unusual  expense  to  our  Home  Missionary 
Society. 


There  is  yet  an  embarrassing  debt  upon  the  edifice  which  both  the  pas¬ 
tor  and  members  have  labored  hard  to  remove.  The  work  of  collecting 
funds  amid  the  depressions  in  monetary  matters  has  been  a  most  ardu- 
ous’one  and  we  cherish  the  earnest -hope  that  those  churches  which  are 
more  favored  will  speedily  help  this  struggling  mission. 

VUI.  HAMILTON  CITY  GERMAN  MISSION,  C.  Vacant— 
This  mission,  which  was  laid  out  one  year  ago,  is  yet  vacant.  As  ’all 
our  eft’orts  to  obtain  a  missionary  for  this  place  have  been  unsuccessful, 
the  Rev.  C.-F.  W.  Rechenberg  has  continued  to  supply  tliem  regularly 
during  the  year;  this  has  been  attended  with  no  ordinary  labor  and  sac¬ 
rifice  on  the  part  of  brother  R.,  and  God  has  not  withheld  his  blessing. 
The  bitter  j)rejudice8  cherished  by  many  against  evangelical  ministers 
arc  dying  out,  and  a  growing  confidence  in  the  ministry  is  being  felt. 
At  a  recent  communion  forty-five  persons  partook  of  the  Holy  Supper, 
and  three  adults  were  confirmed.  There  are  some  forty  others,  who,  it 
is  hoped,  will  ere  long  also  unite  with  the  church.  If  business  were  not 
almost  entirely  suspended  the  German  population  of  this  city  would  ra¬ 
pidly  increase.  The  religious  complexion  of  these  Germans  differs  so 
widely  that  it  will  require  great  prudence  to  unite  them  in  one  congre¬ 
gation.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  a  judicious  and  faitliful  laborer  may 
be  speedily  obtained  for  this  mission.  As  yet,  no  house  of  worship  has 
been  secured. 

IX.  PRESTON  GERMAN  MISSION,  C.  Vf—Iiev.  E.  Warstcr,  Mis¬ 
sionary. — This  mission  has  continued  to  enjoy  an  encouraging  degree  of 
prosperity.  In  Preston  the  missionary  preaches  every  Lord’s  day  morn¬ 
ing,  and  immediately  after  public  service  instructs  a  class  of  catechu¬ 
mens.  The  parents  and  children  are  invited  to  be  present,  who  also  may 
thus  be  profited  by  the  exercise.  Notwithstanding  a  prevailing  luke- 
warrtiness  and  worldlincss  in  the  community,  the  attendance  on  public 
worship  has  been  quite  good.  Twenty  two  persons  have  been  received 
by  confirmation,  which  now  swells  the  membership  to  one  hundred  and 
fifty  communicants.  Seventy-eight  infant  baptisms  have  been  perform¬ 
ed.  The  congregation  in  Sirasburg  has  suffered  considerably  from  re¬ 
movals.  Forty  communicants  are  reported  ;  six  have  been  received  by 
confirmation.  Roseville  has  been  regularly  received  into  this  charge,  and 
is  served  every  two  weeks  in  the  afternoon.  Divisions  and  factions 
greatly  retard  the  success  of  the  church  in  this  place.  The  missionary, 
however,  feels  encouraged,  and  generally  has  full  and  attentive  audien¬ 
ces.  There  arc  fifty  members — three  have  been  added  by  confirmation, 
and  seventeen  infants  have  been  baptized.  In  view  of  the  strength 
which  this  mission  has  now  acquired,  further  appropriation  will  not  be 
necessary. 

X.  NEW  HAMBURG  MISSION,  C.  W.—Rev.  L.  JL  Gerndt,  Mis¬ 
sionary, — This  mission,  after  a  long  vacancy,  from  which  it  has  suffered 
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vprv  severely,  has  again  been  happily  supplied  by  the  faithful  servlees  of 
the  Rev.  L.  II.  Gerndt,  who  for  eight  years  had  been  a  missionary  in  East 
India.  Owinsr  to  the  loss  which  the  congregation  in  Hamburg  had  sus- 

O  CO  o 

tained,  it  became  quite  apparent  that  it  would  be  utterly  impossible  for 
them  to  support  the  missionary,  even  with  the  appropriation  from  Synod. 
And  inasmuch  as  the  congregation  in  Petersburg  seemed  to  be  in  a 
hopeless  condition,  the  Councils  of  the  Mannheim  and  New  Dundee 
churches  met  in  February  last,  with  the  Council  of  the  church  in  New 
Hamburg,  to  consider  the  propriety  of  forming  ^  newH^harge.  A  union 
of  these  churches  was  effected,  but  owing  to  the  depression  in  business 
and  money  matters,  they  were  yet  unable  to  afford  the  pastor  a  living 
support.  It  will  be  necessary,  therefore,  to  make  an  appropriation  from 
the  Horae  Mission  Treasurv,  and  also  to  change  the  name  of  this  mis- 
sion,  which  will  consist  of  New  Hamburg,  Mannheim  and  New  Dundee. 

Trinity  Churchy  Xew  Hamhurg^  numbers  eighty  communicants,  thir¬ 
teen  of  w'hom  have  been  recently  received  by  confirmation.  A  debt  of 
$200  rests  upon  the  church  edifice,  and  seems  greatly  to  retard  the  pros¬ 
perity  of  this  congregation. 

Mannheim  is  the  most  prosperous  congregation  in  this  mission,  the 
house  is  generally  filled  with  hearers,  and  the  preaching  of  the  word 
seems  not  to  be  in  vain.  Nine  persons  have  been  added  to  the  member¬ 
ship  by  confirmation,  which  now  numbers  about  one  hun(^ed. 

Keio  Dundee. — A  new  organization  is  about  to  be  effected  at  this  point, 
and  some  forty  persons  have  expressed  a  desire  to  enter  into  it.  A  coun¬ 
cil  was  elected  which  should  also  serve  as  Trustees  for  the  present.  It  is  de¬ 
signed  to  erect  a  house  of  worship  this  summer,  toward  which  object  the 
sum  of  $166  hasbeen  contributed  as  a  free-will  offering,  besides  lum¬ 
ber  and  other  building  materials. 

There  are  other  important  fields  in  Canada  TTest,  where  missions 
should  be  established  at  once,  which  it  is  confidently  believed  would  soon 
become  self-sustaining  charges.  Among  other  places  we  would  mention 
Logan  and  Hay  townships,  earnestly  hoping  that  this  Synod  wiU  do 
what  it  can  for  the  supply  of  these  destitutions.

9.  Allegheny  City  German  Mission.  $200  voted  to  it, 
provided  a  special  laborer  be  secured ;  the  appointment  of 
the  laborer  to  be  left  with  the  Missionary  President.  (Ap¬ 
proved.) 

10.  Hamilton  City  German  Mission,  C.  W.,  Mission  contin¬ 
ued  with  an  appropriation  of  $200,  provided  a  special  laborer 
be  obtained,  and  in  the  event  that  no  laborer  be  secured,  $50 
of  this  appropriation  to  be  used  for  supplies.  (Approved.) 

11.  Huron  Mission,  C.  W.  A  new  mission,  supply  left 
with  the  Missionary  President,'  with  an  appropriation  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  $100.  (Approved.) 

12.  Fort  Wayne  English  Mission.  A  new  mission,  Rev. 
W.  P.  Ruthrauff,  Missionary.  $100  voted  1o  it.  (Approved.) 

13.  Kittanning  English  Mission.  Supply  left  with  the  Mis¬ 
sionary  President,  and  $100  voted  to  it,  provided  a  settled 
missionary  can  be  secured.  (Approved.) 

14.  East  Liberty  and  Lawrenceville  Mission.  A  new  mis¬ 
sion,  $100  voted  to  it,  and  its  supply  left  with*  the  Missionary 
President.  (Approved.) 

15.  Wheeling.  Resolved^  That  Wheeling  be  again  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  list  of  missions,  and  that  the  sum  of  $100  be 
appropriated.  (Approved.) 

16.  Tarentum  Mission.  Anew  mission.  Rev.  A.  C.  Ehren- 
field,  Missionary.  $75  voted.  (Approved.) 

17.  Tionesta  Mission.  Supply  left  with  the  Missionary 
President,  and  $50  voted  to  it.  (Approved.) 

18.  Lake  Shore  Mission.  Moved,  That  a  mission  be  formed 
in  Erie  county,  called  the  Lake  Shore  Mission,  to  embrace 
St.  Petei;s  church  in  Mill  Creek  tp.,  and  Salem  church  in 
Fairview  tp.,  and  its  supply  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Mis¬ 
sionary  President  with  an  appropriation. 

Moved,  That  the  sum  of  $50  be  appropriated  to  the  Ger- 
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man  congregation  in  Tarentum  to  aid  them  in  the  support  of 
their  pastor. 

The  report  was  then  adopted  as  a  whole. 

Education  Business, 

Report  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Education  Committee : 

The  Chairman  of  the  Education  Committee  would  respectfully  report: 

1.  The  application  of  Mr.  Lewis  Troutman,  referred  to  the  committee 
by  the  Synod,  was  favorably  received,  as  it  came  with  all  the  Constitution¬ 
al  requirements. 

Mr.  T.  has  been  at  Connoquenessiug  Academy.  His  character  bills 
testify  favorably  both  to  his  progress  in  his  studies  and  to  his  conduct. 

2.  Mr.  S.  J.  Berlin  graduated  in  Sept.  1858,  and  has  since  been  pursu¬ 
ing  his  Theological  studies  at  Gettysburg.  As  the  Synod  had  only  made 
provision  in  his  case  for  the  Summer,  it  became  necessary  for  the  com¬ 
mittee  to  decide  how  much  should  be  appropriated  for  the  Winter,  and 
although  they  would  gladly  have  ai)propriated  $80,  which  was  asked, 
they  did  not  feel  that  they  could  constitutionally  go  beyond  the  usual  ra¬ 
tio  of  $60  for  the  Winter. 

3.  The  character  bills  of  Mr.  J.  Q.  Waters  testify  favorably  to  his  pro¬ 
gress  in  study  and  his  good  conduct,  lie  is  in  the  Junior  Class  at  Penn¬ 
sylvania  College. 

4.  A  letter  was  received,  dated  October  23d,  1858,  from  Mr.  A.  L. 
Masche,  in  which  he  withdraws  from  our  care.  The  ground  on  which 
he  bases  his  withdrawal  is  his  unwillingness  to  go  to  Gettysburg,  or  to 
have  fellowship  with  a  body  in  connection  with  the  General  Synod.  Mr. 
M.  proposes  to  pursue  his  studies  with, a  view  to  the  Lutheran  Ministry, 
at  St.  Louis  or  Fort  Wayne.  As  the  case  is  an  extraordinary  one,  not 
clearly  provided  for  by  our  Constitution,  and  presents  various  points  of 
difficulty,  the  committee  have  taken  no  step  whatever  in  the  case,  espe¬ 
cially  on  the  question  whether,  in  a  case  like  the  present,  the  beneficiary  is 
under  obligation  to  return  at  once  the  money  that  has  been  advanced  him.  ' 

5.  Shortly  after  the  adjournment  of  Synod,  an  informal  inquiry  as  to 
the  state  of  the  Education  funds,  was  addressed  to  the  chairman  of  the 
committee,  by  Rev.  S.  B.  Lawson,  in  behalf  of  Mr.  Daniel  P.  Hoster- 
man.  The  absence  of  the  chairman  for  two  months  from  home  led  to 
the  overlooking  of  the  letter  of  Mr.  Lawson.  In  his  judgment,  howev¬ 
er,  had  there  even  been  a  constitutional  application,  the  fact  that  it  would 
have  been  made  so  soon  after  the  meeting  of  Synod,  would  have  render¬ 
ed  it  doubtful  whether  the  committee  ought  to  act  upon  it. 

6.  The  correspondence  of  the  year  will  be  found  chronologically  ar¬ 

ranged,  with  the  papers  pertaining  to  this  branch  of  our  Synodical  busi¬ 
ness.  I

Potts  to  the  Education  Committee,  to  be  received  on®  the 
funds  of  the  Society  so  soon  as  he  shall  have  complied  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Constitution,  and  that  the  sum  of 
$100  be  appropriated  to  him. 

Resolved,  That  the  old  Education  Committee  of  the  past 
year — with  the  exception  of  brother  Emery,  be  continued, 
and  that  brother  Frederick  Ruthrauff  be  appointed  in  the 
place  of  brother  Emery.  v 

Promiscuous  Business. 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  to  each  of  our  churches  to 
take  up  an  annual  collection  for  the  African  Mission,  and 
transmit  the  same  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Foreign  Mission¬ 
ary  Society  of  the  General  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  the  column  for  volumes  in  the  Sunday 
School  library,  in  the  parochial  report,  be  dropped,  and  that 
one  for  the  x\frican  Mission  be  substituted. 
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The  following  resolutions  were  presented  by  brother  Israel 
Hill,  in  behalf  of  the  Lutheran  congregation  at  Appollo :
